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THE INQUEST ON 


THOMAS ASHE. 
a 


EVIDENCE OF PRISONERS, 

For the tenth day the inquiry into the ci 
cumstances attending the death of Thomas Ashe 
was continued yesterday before the City 
Coroner, Dr. L. A. Byrne, There was the 
usual crowd in court. 

Counse] appeared as before. 

Joseph McDonagh, one of the prisoners in 
Mountjoy Prison, examined by Mr. Dixon, eaid 
that on September 17 he saw the Deputy Go- 
vernor (Mr, Boland), of whom be demanded 
that he and his fellow-prisonera should receive 
treatment as prisoners of war. The Deputy 
Governor said that he was not aware that there 
was a war on, and that their demands were non- 
sensical, Witness told him that they were very 
serious in their demands. On the following 
day (Tuesday) he was brought before the 
Deputy Governor for having refused to work in 
the wood yard. He admitted the charge, and 
was deprived of secular books and remussion 
marks, On Wednesday afternoon, when he was 
not being led out for exercise he rang the beil, 
and then the bells were muffled. 

The Coroner suggested, as all this evidence 
had been given before, it therefore was not 
necessary to repeat it. 

Mr. Healy said he deemed it necessary to give 
ample corroboration of the evidence as to the 
order in which the events occurred in the pri- 
aon, He had eaid that Mr. Hanna opening : 
staterment (on his inatructions) was as false aa 
a certain place, and that he would contradict it 
in every particular. The evidence, so far, had done 
that, but Mr. Duke, in the House of Commons, 
had repeated in effect Mr. Hanna'a statement. 
[t was—** These prisoners made application in 
the middle of September that they might be 
given special treatment, and before that had 
been dealt with they organised a prison mutiny, 
and restorted again, I am told, to violence of 
the same kind which was used in Lewes Jail, and 
events of the most sinister and melancholy 
omen took place.” That was a statement made 
by the highest authority in Ireland, the meaning 
of which wag that the whole proceedings which 
coumsal for the noxt-of-kin ad opened were 
false and futile, and that Mr. Hanna's opening 
wag the correct version of the facts.

To-day is the third anniversary of the 
crowbing day of the first battle of Ypres 
On October óist, 1014, the First Seven 
Divisions of the British Army—the “ Old 
Contemptibles “—saved England by their 
exertions and Europe by their example. 
On that day the peril of the British Em. 
pire was greater than it had ever been 
before or than it has been at any later stage 
in the present war. The battle of the 
Marne had destroyed Germany's hope of 
reaching Paris and forcing France into 
an early peace. With little delay—but it 
was still a fatal delay—the German High 
Command revised its plans and concen- 
trated its best troops in a determined 
effort to seize the Channel ports. If it 
had succeeded, it would have held the 
coast of Northern France; its submurines 
would have controlled the Channel; Paris 
would have been once more in danger ; 
Britain would have continued the conflict 
with one arm tied behind her back. 
Indeed, it is quite possible that, long 
before now, the Central Powers would 
have imposed a German peace upon the 
world. We were saved from that disaster. 
by the brilliant generalship of Sir John 
French and the immortal gallantry of his 
little Army. Moving swiftly out of his 
positions on the Aisne, he threw his 
troops into the gap at Ypres, They were 
terribly out-numbered, and for several 
days the fortunes of the battle hung in 
the balance. The critical moment came on 
October Sist. The Germans had broken 
the British line by the capture ef 
Gheluvelt. If they had been able to 
maintain their advantage, they must have 
occupied Calais within a few days. At 
that moment, however, Brigadier-Cieneral 
FitzClarence threw the Worcesters into 
the hell of the German fire. The enemy 
were driven out of (iheluvelt ; the British 
line was refornied; and, though the 
situation..remained dangeroué for many 
days afterwards, Germany had lost the 
second of her two gréat opportunities in

Nobody will to under- 
estimate the serious consequences of 
Russia's defection from the Allied effort—- 
they are obvious in the

Farthings. 


Should we miss the homely farthing as 
a current coin of the realm? A plebiscite 
would condemn it by an overwhelming 
majority. As a serious coin the farthing 
is a survival of the time when «money 
was money, not merely counters. At 
one time a farthing would purchase 
something; now it requires another to 
keep it company, and the two together 
will not buy an evening newspaper. It is 
not always easy to get rid of accumt- 
lated farthings.

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MUSIC AND DANCES OF LONG 
AGO. 


o——— 
The fortnightly lecture in connection with the 
Zion Church Literary, Society, Parochial Hall, 
Bushy Park road, Rathgar, was last night de- 
voted to “ Music and Dances of the Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth Centuries.’’ Mr. Herbert 
Greene, who presided, introduced the lecturers, 
Mr. and Mrs. Dolmetsch, as the most dis 
tinguished exponents of that particular braneh 
of musie to which they had devoted thermseives. 
Mr. Dolmetech said was going to let his 
audience hear some of the music which curing 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries was 
familiar to everybody. In those days music was 
far more generally loved and understood than it 
was now. There were then no big orchestras, 
| big operas, or pianos; but there was music in 
every home. ‘he instruments of those days 
were not noisy, and the music they maic was 
very beautiful. The keyboned instruments of 
the sixteenth century were the virginals, & 
little inetrument in which the etrings were 
picked, as distinguished from hammering as of 
pianos. The stringed instruments were the 
viols, He produced two priceless viols, one & 
treble viol and thé other the viol de gamba, 
both dating from 1550, ey are remarkably 
oerfect, and are the g/dest instruments of the 
kind in existence. It was interesting to note 
that the English stringed instruments of that 
a were Pas superior to any others, In the 
ighteenth century there were in Dublin several 
1akers who sent their instruments all over 
ngland and to the Continent.
